Miss Gretchen Jones, daughter o 


B. p. Jones, had a narrow escape fron 
death or serious injury last Sunday 
when an automobile she was driving 
acked over the embankment neir the 
D. J. Arpin residence and was onlj 
kept from going down the bank into 
the river by striking a small tiee 
that grew out of thi bank of Ihe 
river. 


Miss Jones was driving along Ihe 


street in her father's Overland tour- 
ing car, and when she arrived in front 
of the Arpin residence she made an 
attempt to turn around. To do this 
she was compelled to back the car, 
and in doing so she got too near to 
the edge of the embankment, with the 
result that the ground caved in be- 
neath the hind wheels of the car and 
the auto started down the steep em- 
bankment backward. 


Miss Jones appreciated her clanger 


as soon as the car started toward 
the river, and she jumped out onto 
the solid road, allowing the car to 
take care of itself. The bank at 'hat 
point is very steep, being almost per- 
pendicular,, and had the car not 
caught on a small tree that was grow- 
ing out of the side oi' the embank- 
ment, there is no question but what 
it would have gone right into the 
river and probably been damaged lo 
a considerable extent. 


As it turned out there was very 


little damage done, the wind shield 
being broken offand the car scratched 
up to some extent. Some pinnies and 
a block and tackle were secured and 
the car hauled up onto the road by 
the assistance of the spectators fhat 
had gathered, and everything con- 
sidered, there was very little damage 
done. 
Had Miss Jones remained in 


the car there is no doubt but what 
she would have suffered some injuiy 
as the limb of the tree that broke off 
the windshield was just the right 
hight to strike anybody on the head 
who happened to be in the car.

According to reports, the paper 


makers of the country were begin- 
ning to get uneasy on account of a 
probable shortage in coloring matter 
obtainable in this country because of 
the European war. 
It seems, how- 


ever, that their fears were unground- 
ed for the reason that American man- 
ufacturers were rising to the occasion 
and were establishing plants on a 
large scale to supply the demand. 
While this country has in the past 
imported large quantities of color- 
ing matter from Germany, it was ev- 
idently being clone because the pro- 
duct could be made cheaper over 
there than was possible in this coun- 
try with the limited means at hand. 
It did not mean that the stuff could 
not be made here, as has already 
been demonstrated, and the result 
will be that Germany has lost a lot of, 
trade in this line, as well as in many 
others, that she can never get back.

Twine Factory in Operation. 


It seems that a report has been 


circulated to the effect that the prison 
binder twine plant has been shut 
down by Governor Philipp. At least 
we are informed that such a report 
aas been circulated. 
We are in re- 


ceipt of a letter from Rev. Daniel 
Woodard, warden of the prison to the 
effect that the report is false, and ask- 
ing that same be denied. 


It is hereby denied. 
We are always glad to set the pub- 


lic right on a momentous Question of 
this sort, as we can readily under- 
stand what a calamity it would be 
should our readers be laboring under 
the impression that the twine factory 
was closed, when in reality is was 
running at full blast. 


Mr. Woodard says: "Not only has 


the plant been operated at its fullest 
capacity to date, but we have in our 
warehouse a very large quantity of 
fibre, and with May 1st, a double shift 
will be put on and the plant will be 
operated night and day to the close 
of the season".

Dlark recently purchased several head 
f Guernsey cattle, the animals being 
omo that were imporled direct from 
he Island of Guernsey. 


Messrs. Jackson and Clark 'are! 


oth teaching agriculture to some ex- 
enl, and they are both more than 
.issably interested in Ihe subject, and 
lie practical experience they have in 
aklng care of these cows w'll be'of 
real benefit to them in teaching the 


subject. 


Two of the cows and their calves 


were shown the Tribune man one day 
during the past week, and while we 
do not pose as a judge of dairy stock 
or anything of that sort, nevertheless 
the animals presented a very hand- 
some appearance and were well worth 
the time spent in looking them over. 
There are many in this vicinity who 
do not take much stock in Ihe Guern- 
sey as a farm animal, owing to the 
tact that they are rather a small uni- 
mal, and as, a consequence are of lit- 
tle value lor beef. 
They claim that 


the Holstein will produce the same 
amount of butter fat, much more 
skim milk, and a greater volume of 
beef. 


The admirer of the Guorynsey, 


however, do not admit those state- 
ments to be facts, claiming thai the 
Guernsey will do all' that the Hol- 
stein will except produce beef, and do 
it with a less expenditure of money 
for feed. 


As a matter of fact, it does not 


seem to make much dlfferench just 
what breed of cattle is taken up, just 
so the man who raises them does it 
Intelligently. Even common old red 
cows of obscure parentage are money 
makers provided they are properly 
taken care of and the boarders and 
non-producers weeded out and dis- 
posed of. The same resulls, however, 
can be obtained much quicker, and 
with a less expenditure of time and 
money by taking up some standard 
breed and putting the same care on 
It that would be necessary to make 
the scrubs pay a profit. 


To prove the truth of this matter 


it might be stated that Messrs Jack- 
son and Glark have been offered a 
hundred and fifty dollars apiece for 
the two calves, altho only a few week 
old, 
a thing that would never happen 


were they raising scrubs. 


Messrs. Jackson and Clark have 


also recently purchased some land in 
Wood county, and here they can dem- 
onstrate other ideas in the farming 
line. The chances are that they have 
been telling this farm stuff to the 
boys for so long now that,they have 
begun to believe it themselves, atid 
the only way they can hope for relief 
?rom the malady is to give it a good 
tryout.

do not pose as a judge of dairy stock 
or a n y t h i n g of that sort, nevertheless 
the animals presented a very hand- 
some appearance and were well wortii 
the time spent in looking them over. 
There are many in this vicinity who 
do not take much stock in the Guern- 
sey as a farm animal, owing to the 
fact that they are rather a small ani- 
mal, 
and as a consequence are of lit- 


tle value for beef. 
They claim that 


the Holstein will produce the same 
amount of butter fat, much more 
skim milk, and a greater volume of 
beef. 


The admirer of the Guerynsey, 


however, do not admit these state- 
ments to be facts, claiming that the 
Guernsey will do all that the Hol- 
stein will except produce beef, and do 
it with a less expenditure of money 
for feed. 


As a matter of fact, it does not 


seem to make much differench just 
what breed of cattle is taken up, just 
so the man who raises them does it 
intelligently. 
Even common old red 


cows of obscure parentage are money 
makers provided they are properly 
taken care of and the boarders and 
non-producers weeded out and dis- 
posed of. The same results, however, 
can be obtained much quicker, and 
with a less expenditure of time and 
money by taking up some standard 
breed and putting the same care on 
it that would be necessary to make 
the scrubs pay a profit. 


To prove the truth of this matter 


it might be stated that Messrs Jack- 
son and Glark have been offered a 
hundred and fifty dollars apiece for 
the two calves, altho only a few weeks 
old, 
a thing that would never happen 


were they raising scrubs. 


Messrs. Jackson and Clark have 


also recently purchased some land in 
Wood county, and here they can dem- 
onstrate other ideas in the farming 
line. The chances are that they have 
been telling this farm stuff to the 
boys for so long now that,they have 
begun to believe it themselves, and 
the only way they can hope for relie; 
from the malady is to give it a good 
tryout.

In 1890 upon the resignation

Wall was elected to succeed him and 
served as chairman until 1890 
He 


was elected national Democratic com- 
mitteeman In 1892, remaining on the 
body until 1900. He was a member 
of the national campaign committee 
in 1892, and In 189G as one of a 
committee of nine made arrange- 
ments for the Democratic national 
convention that first nominated Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan. 


Democratic politics in Wisconsin 


was long centered around the activi- 
ties of Mr. Wall and culminated in 
1904, when the Wisconsin delegation 
solidly supported him for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for president at 
the St Louis national convention. 


It was during his incumbency as 


state chairman that the Democrats 
elected George W. Peck governor of 
Wisconsin in 1892.
